Some doubted the report 
but the arrival of the Twin City even­ 
ing papers the following morning 
confirmed the report.

Oakes, Henry C. Pay ne, of Milwaukee, 
and H. C. Bouse, of Cleveland, Ohio, 
had been appointed receivers. 
Tbe 
cause of such action is briefly told by 
Vice President Williams, of New 
York: 
‘Tn conseq uence of the extraordin­ 
ary depression of business and tbe 
stoppag e of shipments along its line, 
the Northern Pacific Railroad com­ 
pany has been forced to acq uiesce in 
an application for appointment of re­ 
ceivers. 
No company could long 
stand such severo pressure. 
The 
falling off in earning s is owing to 
several causes. The money string ency 
prevents the marketing of crops, cat­ 
tle and products of all kinds; conse­ 
q uently the road is not g etting the 
traffic usual to this season of the y ear. 
The failure of banks Las tied up 
money upon which we depended for 
cash. The depression prevailing over 
the whole country has been excep­ 
tionally severe in the y oung er states, 
so that g eneral business along our 
main and branch lines Las been prac­ 
tically at u «¡‘an Jy till. 
Pay ment of 
b md interest under such circum­ 
stances could have been carried out 
only by borrowing money and in­ 
creasing the floating debt, which 
would have entailed heavy sacrifices 
upon the bond and stockholders of 
the 
company . 
The 
receivership 
means, therefore, the perservation of 
the property and a conservation of all 
interests until better tim es” 
What effect this move will have 
upon the building of the new shops 
here and ujxrn business interests in 
this city , is very uncertain. 
It seems 
to be the prevailing opinion that tbe 
contracts having been let and the 
work under \y ay the shops will be 
com{ileted, especially as they are al­ 
most indispensable to the making of 
repairs.

ing to be satisfied.

The Silver Question in a .Nutshell. 
A silver producer dig s out of the 
earth 412| g rains of silver and a» ks 
that he be permitted to take it to the 
United States mint and have it coiued 
at public expense into a dollar. 
The wheht producer by his labor 
makes the earth produce wheat, a 
bushel of which is worth about the 
same as the silver iu a silver dollar. 
This wheat is g enerally represented 
iu commerce by warehouse receipts 
showing that the commodity is in ex­ 
istence and is available on demand on 
the surrender of the certificate. 
Why should the silver producer 
have his product stamped of a value 
over 40 per cent hig her than its com­ 
mercial value while the wheat g row­ 
er’s product 
remains 
un altera ted? 
Before the silver is coined the 412j 
g rains will buy a bushel of wheat. 
After it is coiued it will buy a bushel 
and a half of wheat. 
If the theory of the sily er producers 
is rig ht would it not be eq ually just ‘ 
to stam p warehouse certificates of 
wheat in store leg al tenders’ at tne 
rate of $ 1 for each bushel of wheut 
they represent? 
Yet what honest farmer would make 
such a demand? 
None, and the sil­ 
ver producer would not, either, if he 
were not totally blinded by selfish in­ 
terest« . 


I t is estimated that about $ 500,000,- 
000 of deposits have been withdrawn 
from the different national banks and 
the saving s, state and private banks 
since the first of the y ear. 
This is 
about half the currency of the United 
States and as it has been locked up 
in safety deposit vaults and safes the 
scarcity of currency is accounted for.

The frescoes art 
as brig ht and beautiful as if they were 
done but y esterday , and the marble 
carving s and pavement* which escape« ) 
the fury of the burning mouutaiu hav# 
softened in color almost to an ivory . 
Then the baths of Nero. Around the 
coast on the cliarming picturesq ue road

A silver producer d igs out of the 
earth 4 I2 | grains of silver and asks 
that he be perm itted to take it to the 
U nited S tates m int and have it coined 
at public expense into a dollar. 
T he w heat producer by his labor 
m akes the earth produce w heat, a 
bushel of which is worth about the 
sam e as the silver in a silver dollar. 
T his wheat is generally represented 
iu com m erce by w arehouse receipts 
show ing that the com m odity is in ex ­ 
istence and is available on dem and on 
the surrender of the certificate.

Over 200 houses are burn« ?d 
and at least 1,500 p ersons tire rendered 
homeless. 
It was a little after 1:30 
o’clock when the wat« bman saw a small 
blnze on the river side of J. B. Clarke «& 
Co.’s box factory on the south end of 
Nicollet island at the head of St. Anthony 
falls. 
An alarm, quickly followed by a 
second and third, was turned in, but by 
tho time the 
dep artment arrived the 
flames, fanned by a furious south wind, 
had gnine« t such headway that all the fire­ 
men could do was to turn their attention 
to adjoining p rop erty. 
Nearly all tho 
structures in this vicinity were of wood, 
dry as tinder, and made sp lendid fuel for 
the flames. 
Clarke’s box factory was 
dromed before even a stream of water 
was thrown up ou it. 
Next to it on the 
north was Leubart's wagon works ami 
the U« dar Lake Ice houses, which were 
wip ed out of existence. 
Further north 
were IJntges Ac Connell's boiler work« , 
and here the heaviest loss on tho island 
took p lace. This firm ha« l a stock val­ 
ue-1 at over $ 50,000 and not a cent of in- 
surr.nee. The other losers ar* fairly well 
intmre« ). While this fire was at its height 
a sp ark carried high in the air alighted on 
Jkom island, nearly half a mile away 
at» oie the fire on Nicollet avenue.

M ini en polis, Aug. 14.—Two million dol­ 
lars’ worth of projterfy went up in flame* 
yesterday. 
Over 200 houses are burned 
and at least 1,500 persons are rendered 
homeless. 
I t was a little after 1:30 
o’clock when the watchman saw a small 
blaze on the river side of J. B. Clarke & 
Co.’s box factory on the south end of 
Nicollet island at the head of St. Anthony 
falls. 
An alarm, quickly followed by a 
second and third, was turned in, but by 
the time the 
departm ent arrived the 
flames, fanned by a furious south wind, 
had gniued such headway that all the fire­ 
men could do was to turn their attention 
to adjoining property. 
Nearly all the 
structures in this vicinity were of wood, 
dry as tinder, and made splendid fuel for 
the flames. 
Clarke’s box factory was 
dr outed before even a stream of w ater 
was thrown ujstn it. 
Next to it on the 
north was Leuhart's wagon works arni 
tho Cedar Lake ice houses, which were 
wiped out of existence. 
F urther north 
were Lintges Ac Connell’s boiler works, 
and here the heaviest loss on the island 
took place. 
This firm bad a stock val­ 
ued at over $50,000 and not a cent of in­ 
sun, nee. 
The other losers are fairly well 
insured. 
While this fire was at its height 
a spark carried high iii the air alighted on 
Be ora island, nearly half a mile away 
a!*/U» the fire on Nicollet avenue. 
This 
island is occupied as u wood yard by the 
lumber firm of Nelson, Tenney & Co. No 
one noticed the spark fall, but the whole 
island was soon ablaze. 
It was this 
spark that 
caused the 
greatest loss. 
Quickly jumping across the small space 
of w ater separating the island from the 
mainland the flames gained a footing in 
Nelson, Tenney Ac Co.’s lumber yard, 
wLcre there were piled some 10,000,000 
feet of lumber. 
The fin* worked through 
this yard and Into that of E. W. Backus 
Al Co., adjoining. 
Beyond the lumber 
yard were the two mills belonging to E. 
W . Backus A Co. 
Of these nothing re­ 
main except the smoke stacks and a 
mass of twisted machinery aud charred 
timbers. 
J. B. Chattenton’s cedar post 
mill went the way of the others, as did 
the sash and door factories of Fulton Ac 
Libtiey aud J. F. Wilcox Ai Co. 
At the 
corner of Marshall street and Thirteenth 
avenue nortbi*ast stood the 
mammoth 
brewery of the 
Minneapolis 
Brewing 
company. 
This, it seemed, must surely 
g», but at this time the win*! changed, 
and, although the brewery was surround­ 
ed by woollen buildings, it was savi*d, 
and this huh the only structure be- 
twecn Six th avenue arid Thirteenth ave­ 
nue northeast, arid from the river Lack 
to Marshall streer, a distance of three 
blocks, that escape! the fire. 
The change in the direction of the wind 
impi triled the lumber yards aud mills 
on the west side of the river, aud they 
were almost at the mercy of the flying 
spi rks and embers. 
The firemen were 
pow*r!e*s 
to 
render 
any assistance, 
for to reach the Plymouth or Twentieth 
avenue north bridges it would have b**«*n 
nei*!-*ary to pas* through a fu rn ace. The 
bridges, too, were on fir**, ami there was 
nulling to do but hope for the best until 
some apparatus could make a detour of 
three miles and reach the fire. 
The ern- 
ploycs in the yards, however, bad not 
be«?t« idle. 
They stretched lines of bose, 
and any spark that found a footing across 
tim river was promptly squelched. Along 
the east bank of the river were located 
th-? mills and lumber yards which w.-re 
burned, while east of them were im-ated 
many stores and residences. 
M<i«q of 
them were woollen structures, and geri- 
t all} occupied by the employes of the 
mill* and laboring mea. 
Large numb-ra 
saved their household effects which they 
sticked in piles over which they stood 
guard to proreut 
their being 
carried 
away by thieves. 
About G o'clock ‘he 
fire jumped the river and for some time 
the west side saw mill district was in 
danger. 
Fortunately the flames*were ex- 
lii gullied before much damage was done. 
Hundred* of peojde were either the re­ 
a p s ut* of ch a rity or slept in tho open air 
brei night. 
Many saved only the clothes 
oa their backs. 
It i* n»*xt to impossible to estimate the 
lo**. 
The owners of the property them­ 
selves in many cases are unable to give 
any estimate*.

age to Clarke’s box factory is estimated 
at $50,000; insure*!. 
Thomas Salon?*, seventy years of age, 
fell dead trout heart discase, caused by 
excitement. Several firemen were slightly 
injured. 
It is reported that several fires were 
lost, but the rumors have not been veri­ 
fied. The body of a boy was found in the 
debris. 
Several firemen were injured, 
but not fatally.

GOOD THING FOR SEALS' 


DECISION IM THE BERING SEA AR­ 
BITRATION CASE. 


Several Important Points Decided 
Against the United States, bat on 
the Whole the American Arbitra­ 
tor Are Highly Pleased. 


Paris, Aug. IG.—The decision of the 
Bering sea tribunal of arbitration ha* 
been handed down. 
The five poiuts of 
article 0 are decided against the United 
States. 
A close season is established to 
begin May I and to continue until July 
31. 
This close season shall be observed 
both in the North Pacific ocean and in 
Bering sea. 
A protected zone is estab­ 
lished extending for sixty miles around 
the islands. 
Pelagic sealing is allowed 
outside the zone in Bering sea from Aug. 
I. The use of firearms iu sealing is pro­ 
hibited. The tribunal has decided: First, 
that Russia did not assert and exercise 
exclusive jurisdiction in Bering sea aud 
in the seal fisheries therein prior to ‘.he 
cushion of Alaska to the United States. 
Second, that consequently Great Britain 
never conceded any such rights to Rus­ 
sia. Third, that Bering sea was included 
in the phrase Pacific ocean as used in the 
treaty of 1825 between G reat Britain and 
Bur ria, aud that, consequently, no ex­ 
clusive rights of jurisdiction over Bering 
sea and over the seal fisheries therein 
passed to the United States with Alaska 
under the treaty of 1807.

THE SHRUG. 


A Languae of Siftn* Much l*eil by 
Latin It.iceM. 
There Is a language which is not writ­ 
ten, spoken, taught or learned, and yet 
Is current when words are useless to 
convey intensity of meaning or deli­ 
cacy of thought. The language, for 
such it is, may be found in use in al­ 
most every part of the world. Its varied 
significance is comprehended by the 
rich and its meaning understood by the 
poor. This peculiar medium of com­ 
munication has no vocabulary, fixed 
rules of grammar or logical terms. 
For brevity it is unsurpassed. In point 
of perspicuity it 
stauds without an 
equaL ft 
the shrug. 
The shrug is used for expressing a 
multitude of things, both objectively 
and subjectively. 
It is, as circum­ 
stances require, a noun, adverb, pro­ 
noun. adjective, preposition, conjunc­ 
tion, interjection or verb. The sphere 
of its usefulness is almost limitless. 
A curious happening occurred in the 
West end a little more than a year ago. 
A certain man came home quite late 
one dark night without his key; he ac­ 
cordingly had to ring the bell to sum­ 
mon his wife to open the door. As the 
hour was late, his wife wished to know 
who the individual was before she un­ 
lock >d the house, so she called out from 
the window: 
“ Who's there? *’ 
The man, not thinking of the dark­ 
ness, gave an off-liand shrug, which or­ 
dinarily would be Interpreted as mean­ 
ing. “ Your husband, of course!’* 
Not receiving an answer to her in­ 
quiry, she became somewhat suspicious, 
and ask**d again, in accents—not mild: 
“ Who's at the door? ’’ 
The Idea of his wife asking him who 
he was so disturbed liis even temper of 
mind that he again failed to “ grasp tlm 
situation.’’ and from mere force of 
habit liestood there with outstretched 
arms, raised shoulders and pouting lips 
—the 
imprimatur of 
dismay. 
His 
thoughts and feelings, as expressed by 
liis gesture, might 1 m* transcribed in 
the vernacular as: “ Slie talks! She 
talks!” 
An interregnum of silence followed, 
and the window was closed. 
In a moment the man realized the sit­ 
uation. He was looked out of his own 
house. Looked upon as a suspicious 
character and liable to arrest—all on ae- 
eount of a shrug. 
The study of the shrug will be found 
of intense Interest and peculiarly fas­ 
cinating. It embodies so uiueh in a lit­ 
tle. It is a gesture full of as much 
meaning as a page of oratory, as pre­ 
cise as a geometrical conclusion, and as 
diverse of usage a* a philosophical ar-

“ I think I shall soon turn my atten­ 
tion to one of the greatest problems 
that 1 have ever thought of solving, 
and that is the direct control of the 
energy that is stored up iu coal, so 
far as it may be employed without 
waste and at a very sn ail margin of 
cost,” said Mr. Edison to a writer for 
McClure’s Magazine. 
“ Ninety per cent 
of the energy that exists in coal is now 
lost in converting it into power. 
New, 
that is an awful waste, aud even a 
child can see that if this wastage can 
be saved it will result in vastly cheap­ 
ening the cost of everything which is 
manufactured by electricity or steam 
power. In fact, it will be vastly cheai>- 
euiug the cost of all the necessaries of 
life, and I suppose the results will be 
of mightier influence upon civilization 
than the development of the steam en­ 
gine and electricity have been. It will, 
in fact, do away with steam engines 
and lioilers and make the use of steam 
power as much of a tradition as the 
stage coach now is." 
Mr. Edison looks farther ahead than 
this campaign, for he said: “ I think it 
quite likely that I may try to develop 
a plan for marine signaling. 
1 should 
use the well known principal that water 
is a more perfect medium for carrying 
vibrations thah air and should develop 
instruments which may Ik? carried upon 
seagoing vessels by which they can 
transmit or receive through an interna­ 
tional code of signals reports within a 
radius of, say, ten miles.”

There Is a language which is not writ­ 
ten, spoken, taught or learned, and yet 
is current when words are useless to 
convey intensity of meaning or deli­ 
cacy of thought.

stances require, a noun, adverb, pro­ 
noun, adjective, preposition, conjunc­ 
tion, interjection or verb. The sphere 
of its usefulness is almost limitless.

In fact, it will be vastly cheap- 
cuing the cost of all the necessaries of 
life. and I sup|»0 8 e the results will be 
of mightier influence upon civilization 
than the development of the steam en­ 
gine aud electricity have lx-?n. 
It will, 
in fact. do away with steam engines 
and boilers and make the use of steam 
power as much of a tradition as the 
stage coach now is.” 
Mr. Edison looks farther ahead than 
this campaign, for he said: 
“I think it 
quite likely that I may try to develop 
a plan for marine signaling. 
I should 
use the well known principal that water 
is a more perfect medium for carrying 
vibrations than air and should develop 
instruments which may be carried uj>ou 
seagoing vessels by which they can 
transmit or receive through an interna­ 
tional code of signals reports within a 
radius of, say, ten miles.”

Yesterday a sec­ 
ond letter was received by the doctor 
from Kyle, in which the reasons for th© 
questions asked in the first letter were 
given. Joseph Timothy, 
“Jim Ben” 
and Dudley were sons of Kitty Mastu­ 
son, colored, a slave of William Mastu­ 
son, who died in 1840. A year or so 
jirior to the death of her father Mrs. 
Mast use n McKinney fell heir to Joseph, 
then a small boy, and took him to her 
home in Harrisonville, Mo. He was 
shrew*I, thrifty and energetic. He made 
several overland trips to California 
with his master, and aided him in his 
trading expeditions. In 1854 he told 
Mrs. McKinney that if she would sell 
him his freedom he would j>ay h**r 
$1,000. To this she consented, and the 
money wag sent back to her after .Jo­ 
seph had settled in California. Joseph 
had in the meantime lost trace of his 
brothers, Timothy, James and Dudley, 
and they long since given him up for 
dead. But he was very much alive. 
On the 8th (lay of April just jmssed Jo­ 
seph (lied without heirs, in California, 
one of the wealthiest negroes on the 
Pacific coast, leaving an estate valued 
at anywhere from $75,000 to $85,000. 
Lawyer Kyle was put In charge of th** 
estate and went to work to hunt up th** 
legal heirs. 
Shortly 
after Joseph’s 
death a will, suppos**d to be fraudu­ 
lent, was found, w hich devises $30,000 
of tile property to an old quack doctor 
and his family. As s<*on as Kyle was 
given the place of residence of the 
three surviving brothers he came to 
Louisville, and was given authority to 
act in the matter. Dudley is a lawyer 
and employed in the revenue service. 
“Jim Ben” is a shoemaker, and Timo­ 
thy is a contractor aud builder. So it 
turns out that the ex-slave Joseph, who 
was always looked upon as a “pert 
nigger,” had more than ordinary busi­ 
ness capacity and frugality.—S t Louis 
Globe-Democ rat.
